lishment of general public stock 
conysanies w^ domestic cental 
to invest in our projects," said 
Rabgozat adding that petro- 
chemical industry win be the 
hi^iest profit generating source in 
the country and the capital in-

PARIS. FRANCE (Renter) - 
France yesterday welcomed the 
gigning fay waning factions in 7k- 
jikistanof two key accords onna- 
tional reconciliation and urged the 
I two sides to quiddy implement 
the agreements. 

"We strongly encourage the 
parties which partictipated in the 
I negotiations to inqtiement these 
agreemenis as soon as possfole," 
the French Foreign hfotistiy said 
in a statemeiti. 


Tie agreements were signed in 
Moscow on Mond^ by President 
FTnnmali Rakhmano v and Islamic 
opposition leader S^ed Abdullah 
Nouri A Uidted Nations envoy 
also signed the documents. 

They ont the powers and 
functions of a new National Rec- 
onciliation Commission amed at 
ending a foiir*year civil war in tiib 
former Soviet republic. 

Thns of thousands have been 
killed and maixy more diqtiaced in 


fi ghting between the gove ntm e nt 
and Islamic rebels, ftnther com- 
plicated by seething regional and 
clanrivaliies. 

Under their agreement, the two 
sides undertake to conqtiete nego- 
tiations for a permanent peace set- 
tlement by next Jufy 1. 

Previous cease-fires have been 
routinefy flouted. A U.N.-spon- 
sored truce reconfirmed last July 
ffo lla ppgd almost as soon as it was 
signed.

Lot of Room for Improvement 
in the Agricultural Sector 


T his is Agriculture Week znorkiiig the significanoe of 
agriculture in the economic structure of the notion. 
Presently, the agricultural sector is one of tiie zmpoitant 
branches of the nation s economy with a 25 percent contri- 
bution to the GNP and provides employment for 20 percent 
of the population. 

But regretfully despite the pressing urgency of this vital 
branch and the high added value of its pitxlucts and 
potentials, agricultural resources ore not properly ex- 
ploited. 

Traditional methods of exploiting water and soil results 
in waste of water and decUne in the quality of the soil 
leading to incongruity between the present plans and 
long-t^m plans. 

Present^, 18 million hectares of farmland ore ear- 
marked for cultivation which is almost fully exploited, 
whereas to find and exploit new fomis we need heavy 
investment in water and soil preparation. 

Each year 20 thousand hectares of the most fertile 
farmlands are devoured by the industrial sector, phased 
out of productivity and contribute to pollution. With on 
overage of 240 mm annual roinfaU Iron is classified 
among the dry and arid regions of the world VTith very little 
water resources. 93 billion cu. m of water is e3q)loited each 
year by the nation, of which 78 billion cu. m go to agricul- 
ture. Itowever, the amount of water octually used for agri- 
culhiial purposes is 25 billion cu. m, a little more than 31 
percent of the available amount. The rest is lost to wast- 
age and seepage. 

In the meantime the government is the main prorider of 
capital for the agricultural sector and due to low and late 
yield, the private sector is not quite eager to invest-in this 
food eaming branch. 

Consequently, and unfortunately, despite the existence 
of vast potentials, this branch vriiich is the substructure for 
the Second Five-Year Plan is facing stiuctuxal problems 
and agio-producers and fanners ore less inclined and 
motivated to contribute to its quantitative and qualitative 
growth. As such out agriculture neither satisfies the do- 
mestic consumers nor makes an energetic competition 
abroad. 

Despite all the steps taken in the post few years, we 
need to take drastic measures to activate, energize 'and 
motivate this branch and property utilize its potentials. 

A proper and rational inculcation of agricultural stand- 
ards, educotion, traming and enough investment will help 
the nation overcome this hurdle at a Hma that the world is 
threatened with famine and population explosiozL

IRAN NEfVS ECONOMIC DESK 
TEHRAN- "It is estimated that 
the countiy*s inflation rate will 
stand at 25 peiceot by the' end of 
the Current Persian year," accord- 
ing to Dr. Asa do Hah Monqemi. 

Speaking at a press coitference 
here yesierd 2 y. Central Bazde's di- 
rector of economic statistics said 
that the inflation rate during the 
past 8 months grew by 25.8 per- 
cent conqiared to the same period 
lastyeac 

He added that if the 25 peioeni 
estimated . rate Rrr this year is 
achieved, then compared to last 
year's r^ of 49.4 peicent, the 
country’s inflation rate would 
have a consideiable fall. 


'The reason behind this pori- 
tira decline is the govenunenl's 
implementation of compact poli- 
ces.* Monqemi said, adding that 
the rate of inflation is calculated 
according to the latest metho ds 
used throiighont the world which 
are sanctioned ty the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund esqierts. 
and therefore it is aoanale and 
authentic. 

He stated that this method 
would study 313 goods and serv- 
ices in 82 cities throughout the 
countty, covecing 13,000 families.

IRAN NEfiS POLITICAL DESK 
TEHRAN - Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Vel^ ati deplored the "ille- 
grtimale” presence of the U.S. in 
the Persian Gulf and its militazy 
interference in ^ region. ‘"The 
U.S. -military forces with then 
presence in the Persian Gulf are 
tamiching the le^ual tranquillity 
anH peace,” he said in an inter- 
view with the CNN. 

"‘Hie Tsbwnk: Rqniblic of ban 
is detennined to defend its m- 
tional interests,” in the face of 
possible U.S. threats, be stressed. 

Vdayati said the visit by Rus- 
sian Fo^gn Minister Yevgeny 
Primako^ to Tehran was a taming 
point in the bilateial relations.

He has 
been a Benedictine monk for fifty years and is also an abstroa 
Ipainter, a contenyiorary music lover and the head of a publishing 
con^any devoted to fUtmanesque art which celebrated its fortieth 
anniversary two years e^o. 


All Romanesque art lovers are 
familiar with tiie Zodiac Editions 
which form an anthology of Ro- 
manesque Europe that is unique in 
the world. This publishing com- 
pany has brought out more tiian 
160 different titles. 

Father Angelico’s account of 
the unusual path be has followed is 
among tiie Zodiac Editions. The 
work consists of a series of talks 
called "Romanesque art, a meeting 
between God and men". 

When, at the age of 18, he 
joined die Benedictine Abb^ at 
La-Piene-qui-Vire, located a few 
dozm kilometers tiie famous 
Romanesque sites of Burgundy, 
Jose Sur^anq) (by his real name) 
who had, for several years, been 
painting and composing, found 
himself tom between his religious 
and his artistic vocations. He gave 
everything up to answer God’s 
call. 

But the monk in charge of nov- 
ices authorized him to cany on 
playing tiie piano (one hour on 
Sunday mornings and a quarter of 


an hour after dinner) and drawing. 

"If I bad not been allowed to 
continue my interest in art, espe- 
cially music, when I had, in princi- 
ple given it up, I would neve: have 
managed to hold out". Father An- 
gelico admits. He had chosen that 
name as he had made his profes- 
sion of feitfa on October 2, which is 
the feast-day of the guardian an- 
gels. If one remembers his illustri- 
ous predecessor, the monk-painter 
Fra Angelico who had crewed tiie 
marvelous frescoes at Saint- 
Maiic’s convent in Florence, it may 
lead one to think that the complic- 
ity between God and music is not 
just a chance occurrence. 

In art matters, Dorn Angelico’s 
ideas are not very "religious". "For 
me, the great man was Matisse - 

and he still is", he recounts. In fact, 

I was atuacted by the secular and 
not by the religious and I was quite 
aware of tiiat”. He diose the Cubist 
painter Albert Gleizes as his mas- 
ter and he was to live tiirough tiie 
"Gleizes adventure".

But, in fact, the great ad^ture 
ofDom Angielico and tire monks at 
La-Piene-qai-Vhe is tiiat of Zo- 
diac. It b^an in 1950 when the 
monks were ariced to serve the par- 
ish of the magnificent Romazv- 
esque basilica of Vezel^. It was 
there tiiat Dom Angelico discov- 
ered Romanesque art and revealed 
it to the visitors to basilica 
where young monks oiganized ex- 
hibitions of contemporary relig- 
ious art 

The public’s reaction of rejec- 
tion towards some pieces of mod- 
ern art led Dom Angelico to try to 
explain it in a brodiure called "Ab- 
stract Art" which, for him, is "pu. 
rifling Just as much for the creator 
as for the viewer,, and has the 
power of brining one into a world 
in which there is no disorder". 

This was to be the first Cahier 
de Zodiac (Zodiac notebook). It 
was to be followed 1^ a series of 
Cahiers on the important places of 
Romanesque art in Burgundy. 
These include Autun, Vezelay, 
Toumus, Saulieu and Paray-Ie- 
Monial, ivhich a local bookseller 
had the idea of putting togetiier in 
a single abundantly illustrated, 
bound'volume. 

Thus, in 1954, "Bourgogne Ro- 


mane" came into being. New edi- 
tions oftiie book kq>t coming out 
and it was so succesfel that soon 
fiiitiier subjects were called for. 

The first new region to be covered 
was Auvergne and then all th^ 
otiier Frendi provinces and somi 
other European countries. 

Since then, every year Zodiac 
publishes two volumes of tiiac col- 
lection Miidi gradually covers the 
whole of Europe and even goes 
beyond. Ter. volumes have thus 
bera devoted to Spain, to Scandi- 
navia and to Portugal, and one to 
Switzerland, to Belgium, to Scot- 
land and to tiie Holy Land. The 
series on (jennany has just begun 
and it will be followed 1^ Central 
Europe. ^ .

Asian-Americans Disappointed over Cabinet Exclusion 


WASHINGTON, U.SA. (AFP) - 
President Bill Clinton, embroiled 
in a controversy over foreign po- 
litical contributions, is drawing 
fire fixrm Asian-American organi- 
zations for failing to name a Cabi- 
net member of Asian descent 

In a joint statement received 
Monday, several groups repre- 
senting Asian-Americans criti- 
cized Clinton, whom they had 
pressed to name the first-ever 
.Asian-Pacific U.S. Cabinet offi- 
cial. 

"President Clinton missed an 
opportunity to make history by ap- 
pointing the first Asian Pacific 
American Cabinet member," said 
the National Asian Pacific Ameri- 
can Legal Consortium. 

"We are deeply disappointed 
that the president again ignored the 
Asian Pacific American commu- 
nity'," said Consortium Executive 
Director Karen Narasaki. 

"We will carefully monitor 
whether he r^rpoints Asian Pacific 
Americans to senior White House 
advisory or high-level subcabinet 
positions in the months to come." 
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D^hne Kwok, executive direc- 
tor of the Washington-based Or- 
ganization of Chinese Americans, 
said she hoped the polemic over 
contributions to the Democratic 
Party and Clinton's political de- 
fense fund from Asian- American 
businessmen did not affect his de- 
cision. 

"We hope that the current for- 
eign contributions controversy is 
not adversely impacting the' ap- 
pointment process," she said. "We 
have qualified Asian Pacific 
American candidates ready and 
willing to serve this country." 

In a letter to Clinton, the J^a- 
nese American citizens League ex- 


pressed disappointment, adding,. 
"We have been told by various 
people within your administration 
feat the issue of campaign fund- 
raising is in no way linked to how 
Asian Pacific Americans are 
viewed in the presidential appoint- 
ment process, and we hope you 
will make sure that no such linkage 
has occurred or will occur."

F. Commercial 

activities: 

The commercial activities 
of IPTC in 1374 in domestic 
and foreign trade was di- 
vided into two parts. The 
fust part was related to the 
period when becuase of pro- 
hibition of export of deterget, 
the company concentrated on 
export of other products and 
explored markets for new 
products. In this connection 
the company took big steps 
for export of raw material 
such as acids, caustic soda, 
manufactured products (such 
as stone), pistachio, tooth- 
paste, shampoos and food- 
stuff (picfcled cucumber, 
chocolate , sweets), -etc. and 
to its opralion was success- 
ful. 


The second p«S^of IPTC*s 
operation is related to acqui- 
sition of periodic^ pennits 
from the Ministry of Com- 
mence for export of Darya 
detergent At one stage the 
commercial department of 
IPTC acquired permit for ex- 
port of 950 tons Darya pow- 
der from the Ministry of 
Commerce and exported it. 
In a second stage after much 
efforts the board of directors 
succeeded to acquire permit 
for export of 12 thousand 
tons Darya powder by tem- 
porarily importing raw mate- 
rial. That Department 
imported 1 thousand tons 
polyifoosphate and 100 tons 
C.M.C .... and e:q)orted 3 
thousand tons Darya powder.

other countries particulariy 
the newly independent Cen- 
tral Asian republics, once 
IPTC acquired permit for ex- 
port of Darya it receiv^ 
many reqwsts from its cus- 
tomers. As a result, in keep- 
ing with the goals and 
policies of the Islamic Re- 
public and the relevent ex- 
port/import regulations, the 
company has attained its de- 
sired objectives and has 
stepped up its commercial 


activities. 

The following is a sum- 
mary of the activities of 
IPTC in the export of com- 
modities and organizing and 
participating in domestic and 
foreign trade fairs in 1374: 

1. Second Fair on Food- 
stuff and Agrictdiural Indus- 
tries in Iran: 

The Second Fair on Food- 
stuff and Agricultural Indus- 
tries in Iran commenced on 
May 8 to May 11, 1975 with 
the assistance of Export Pro- 
motion Center of Iran in Te- 
hran International -Trade 
Fair's permanent grounds 
with the participation of . 
Keyvan, Mahnam, Afshoreh 
and Peyal^ food processing 
companies. In this fair the 
Pyevar Fair Group took nec- 
essary steps for renting pavil- 
ions and arranged for their 
decoration and preparation. 
During the fair extensive 
marketing for foodstufr was 
done and the company offi- 
cials made lots of effort for 
introduction of exportable 
foodstuff produced by the 
companies represented by 
IPTC.

2. Second Special Re- 

gfonal Trade and Industrial 
in Anzali: * 

With the assistance of Gi- 
lan Fair and Trade Complex 
affiliated to the Gilan Prov- 
ince and Gilan Development 
Organization, the first re- 
gional specialized trade and 
industrial fair in Anzali was 
held in the Municipality Park 
in that town from August 20 
to 31, 1995. Despite short- 
comings such as scarcity of 
booths and sultry weather in 
Gilan, IPTC, representing 
Alborz Investment Co. and 
15 Khordad Foundation af- 
filiated companies, success- 
fully participated in that fair. 
With the cooperation of rep- 
resentatives of these compa- 
nies, IPTC arranged for 
introduction and marketing 
and sale of these^mpanies.

3. Twenty First Tehran In- 
ternational Trade Fair: 

As is customary every 
year, all companies covered 
by 15 Khordad Foundation 
and Alborz Investment 
Group were represented in 
the Tehran International 
Trade Fair last year M374) 
and by making necessary co- 
ordination. Iran Pyevar Trad- 
ing Company succeeded to 
occupy 482 sq. m fair 
grounds in Germany's Pavil- 
ion for representation of its 
host companies. After pre- 
paring necessary drawings, 
building booths and making 
a uniform and harmonious 
presentation of 15 Khordad 
and Alborz group companies 
and beatification of the fair, 
the exhibitions were success- 
fully launched. In this fair 
representatives from Tolid- 
pers, Toliddaroo, Keyvan, 
Pakhshalboiz, Sepand, 
Technosanaye, Pyevar, 
Alumerval, IPTC, Mahnam, 
Afhsoreh, Peyzar, Sanjan- 
daroo, Irandaroo as well as 
Iranian chemical, technical 
and industrial products 
manufactured by the Alborz 
Investment Group affiliated 
companies were present 

Due to broad participation 
of these companies and pres- 
entation of diversifod prod- 
ucts which had greatly 
improved 'from the point of 
quality compared to former 
years, marketing was per- 
formed in a satisfactory man- 
ner and approximately 15 
large and small domestic and 
foreign commercial compa- 
nies become customers of 
Iran Pyevar Trading Com- 
pany.

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Alborz Chemical Company Revives Vital Sodium Sulfate Mine 




Company i.e. in 1993, reports 
were published to the effect that a 
mine with relatively high reserves 
of sodium sulfate was discovered 
inArak. Of course the process of 
identification of the mine had been 
completed by Iran Mineral Com* 
pany in 1992 but due to difficulty 
of access to the mine, after six 
months of studies it was estab- 
lished that even in case of reaching 
the mine, transportation would be 
increasingly difficult. This ces- 
sion of works was due to geo- 
graphical condition of the min e. 
The mine is located 25 km from 
Arak in a seasonal/swanq^ lake. 
The lake is not deep and in those 


Foundation and is engaged in the 
production of sodium sulfate, to 
concentrate on that mine and ex- 
ploit from it. This coincided with 
my appointmem as the managing 
director of Alborz Chemical Com- 
pany. EffectK*e immediately prc- 
iimiaar>* arrangements w ere made 
and necessary* coordination were 
made with the Ministry* of Mines 
and Metals for research studies.

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Sodium sulfate is the raw mar- 
terial used in washing and p^r 
manufacturing industries which 
can be obtained from mineral and 
chemical sources.
